Arms Company, Saint Allans, Vermont, one lot of 6.5 ura 
Kanrtlicher-Carcano cartridges, these being loaded with non- 
atagnebic full metal case bullets, and being manufactured by 
th.r. V'eu tern Cartridge Coloration, East Alton, Illinois. He 
advised tnit he believed that the lot was 3bout 100,000 rounds. 

He said that this purchase was arranged with him through GEORGS 
ZUXcR, a representative of the Centry Amo Company, Saint Albana, 
Vermont. 



He could locate no exact record of this purchase 
to Indicate the exact date or the exact amount but by 
reference to a record of his rent payments on tha warehouse 
of one ELRT RICH in Covington, in which wa rehouse he 
stored the ammunition, he could determine that a 3 of 
February 6, 19^2, his rent was raised. It is his recollection 
th:-t he received this big shipment of ammunition on tliat 
dote and that was the cause of hlc rent beir.* raised bv Hr. 
RICH. 



ferns time after he had purchased this ammunition 
from the Gentry Arms Company, Scir.t Albans, Yemeni, he 
wee recontacted by Mr. ZUKErt, nho advised him that he, rir. 
SISTER, could sell some of this ammunition to Aldcns Kail 
Order House and Splegals Mali Order House, In Chicago, 
Illinois. As the Centry Anr.3 Company did not hsve this 
ammunition m stock, Mr. ZUKER desired to get the ammunition 
fren r.ix. Ho let Kr. ZUKER have a total of approximately 
^4^000 rounds, which ammunition \hs shipped to the 
above two mentioned companies. He said, however* that la 
fact it was a sale made by Mr. 2UKSR. 
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He could locate no records which would give 
the exact date and amounts of these shipments. 

He had approximately 10,000 rounds or this 
ammunition left In stock, end he sold a groat amo-nt of 
the ammunition over the counter. He pointed cut that 
he did practically all of the work connected with his 
business. His wife, who 13 now being treated In a hospital 
for 2 mental disorder, had until recently helped hiu to seme 
extent. He kept no running inventory ncr did he have any 
records whatsoever a a to the Identity of the individuals 
to whom ha had sold this ammunition over the counter. He 
pointed out that he then had in hl3 ate re, a carton 
originally containing 1,000 rounds of this ammunition 
which he haa had epened only a 3hort time before and that 
most of this I, COO rounds was sold. Ke call the 
ammunition In question is a good seller. 



JOYCE observed in the press and on televioicn, 
photographs of LEE H.-HVEY OSWALD. Hi said that he vua 
sure he had never seen this individual in person, had 
had no dealings with him, and had not sold him any 
ammunition. I 

Mr. JOYCE said he did net have accurate records 
as to whom he had sold this ammunition on o wholesale 
basis, but would gladly go through all available records 
to determine what he could.

He produced little booklets of duplicates of the 
sales slips, which he said had bean kept by hie for 
the purpose of shewing to the State of Kentucky that ha 
did not owe sales tax on certain sales due to the 
fact that they were wholesale deals rather than retail. 

He also had some assorted correspond:'*".: 2 which he had 
received over the years from various individuals ordering 
merchandise from his stop. 

From a review of all available records, Mr. 
JOYCE vas able to furnish information a 3 to whom he had 
sold the 6.5 nun ammunition as fellows: 
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Thurston Gun Exchange, Dayton, Ohio, 1,000 rounds, 
on June 15, 1962.

It was hi 3 belief that he h3d sold more ammunition 
at other dates to this Gun Shop, but ho could not locate 
any records to establish such.

Mr. JOYCE ran an ad in "Shotgun News” a by-rnor.thly 
newspaper published in Columbus, Nebraska, cn April 1, 19o2 
advertising the above described ammunition for sale as a 
result cf thi3 ad he had received orders an 5 sold the following:

1962. 

TIMOTHY RIORDAN, Kiddleport, New York, (no street 
address indicated) 100 rounds on February 12, 1962. 

J. BE DC HA, 4701 North 50 Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
100 rounds February 6, 1962. 

He was able to establish that ho had sold this ammuni- 
tion due to the fact that he still retained the letter by which 
these individuals had ordered this ammunition. 

Mr. JOYCE stated that although he had no record of 
such sale 3 he doe3 business with the following firms or 
individuals and had probably sold some of the above mentioned 
ammunition to each of them, and in fact believes that he has. 

He said however that he could not say how much or on what dates.
